Protests ease in Caraeas, US 
expels Venezuelan diplomats 


CARACAS (AFP) - Student 
protesters marched toward 
the Cuban embassy Tuesday 
in yet another day of ants- 
government demonstrations 
in Caracas as the United 
States announced the tit-for- 
tat expulsions of three 
Venezuelan diplomats. 

The US action, winch an¬ 
swered Venezuela's expul¬ 


sions of three American 
diplomats a week ago, came 
a day after President Nicolas 
Maduro said Ins government 
would name anew ambassa¬ 
dor to Washington. 

The State Department said 
the Venezuelans would have 
43 hours to leave and that 
Caracas needed to "show se¬ 
ll ousn ess" m order far the re¬ 


lationship between the two 
countries to move forward. 

Separately, Panama called 
for an ’urgent" foreign min¬ 
isters' meeting of the Organi¬ 
zation of Amen can States to 
seek a solution to the 
Venezuelan cnsis "through 
dialogue."

ENTEBBE (AFP) - Uganda's 
president called homo sexuals 
mercenaries and prostitutes 
Monday as he signed off on 
one of the worlds toughest 
anti-gay laws, defying warn¬ 
ings from Western donors. 

Yowen Museveni said he 
could not understand how 
one could ’ fail to b e attracted 
to all these beautiful women 
and be attracted to a man", 
and described in lurid detail 
his particular revulsion to 
oral sex. 

"That is a really serious 
matter There is something 
really wrong with you," Mu¬ 
seveni, a devout evangelical 
Christian who has been in 
power for almost 30 years, 
said of gay men. 

The signing of the law 
came despite fierce criticism 
from world leaders such as 
US President Barack Obama 
and UN chief Ean-ki Moon, 
who urged the government 
"to protect all persons from 
violence and discrimination" 
The new law hoi ds that re¬ 
peat homosexuals should be 
jailed for life, outlaws the 
promotion of homosexuality 
and requires people to de¬ 
nounce gays 
- r Sad day’ - 

Obama has warned that 
ties between Kampala and 
Washington would be dam¬ 
aged. 

White House spokesman 
Jay Carney called the lav/ 
"abhorrent" and Obama's na¬ 
tional security advisor Susan 
Rice described its initialling 
by Museveni as "sad day for 
Uganda and the world " 

A spokesman for B an said 


he "hopes that the law can be 
revised or repealed at the ear¬ 
liest opportunity. * 

The UN chief beheves that 
life sentences "could fuel 
prejudice as well as encour¬ 
age harassment and violence 
against lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and trails gender persons," a 
statement added. 

"It may also obstruct ef¬ 
fective responses to 
HIV/AIDS." 

The bill will provide a stiff 
test for foreign donors, with 
Museveni warning Western 
nations not to meddle in the 
central African nation's af¬ 
fairs, and that he was not 
afraid of aid being cut. 

"Outsiders cannot dictate 
to us, tins is our country," he 
said. "I advise friends from 
the West not to make tins an 
issue, because if they make it 
an issue the more they will 
lose. 1 

Diplomats and rights 
groups had pushed for Mu¬ 
seveni -- already been under 
fire from key Western donors 
over alleged rampant corrup¬ 
tion and for stifling opposi¬ 
tion groups and media -- to 
block the legislation. 

But Kampala is also a key 
Western ally in the region, 
where it is seen as a bulwark 
against the spread of radical 
Islam and has volunteered 
thousands of troops to battle 
Somali militants linked to Al- 
Qaeda. 

"If the West does not want 
to work with us because of 
homosexuals, then we have 
enough space to ourselves 
here," Museveni added, ac¬ 
idising those who told Uganda 


how to act were guilty of" sc - 
ciai imperialism". 

UN High Commissioner 
for Human Rights Navi Pill ay 
warned the law was "formu¬ 
lated so broadly that it may 
lead to abuse of power and 
accusations against anyone" 

Some donors were quick 
to punish Kampala by freez¬ 
ing or redirecting aid money. 

The Netherlands froze a 
seven-million-euro ($3 6 mil¬ 
lion) subsidy to Uganda's 
legal system arguing that "if 
the judiciary is to enforce 
such laws, we do not wish to 
assist, that process " 

Denmark and Norway 
said they would redirect 
around six million euros each 
in government aid towards 
private sector initiatives, aid 
agencies and rights organisa¬ 
tions 

The anti-gay bill cruised 
through parliament in De¬ 
cember after its architects 
agreed to drop a death 
penalty clause.

The lawmaker behind the 
bill, David Bah ah, praised the 
decision to sign it. 

"This is the moment the 
world has been waiting for," 
he told ATP "We thank our 
president for taking such a 
bold move despite pressure 
from a section of foreign or¬ 
ganisations. The law is for 
the good of Uganda, the cur¬ 
rent and the future genera¬ 
tions '

ISLAMABAD (AFP) - Pak- 
istan an Tuesday said that 
work on a pip eline to import, 
gas from Iran cannot pro¬ 
ceed because of sanctions 
imposed by the United Sates 
and the Eurpeon Union on 
Tehran. 

Tire Iranian side of the 
$7 5-billion project is al¬ 
most complete, but Pakistan 
has run into repeated prob¬ 
lems paying far the 7SQ 
kilometre (435 mile) section 
to be built on its side of the 
border. 

Last year, Pakistan had 
asked Iran far $2 billion in 
financing to build its side of 
the controversial gas 
pipeline. 

Iran has the second 
largest gas reserves in the 
world but has been stran¬ 
gled by a Western embargo 
that has seen its crude ex¬ 
ports halved in the past y ear. 

US officials had earlier 
warned that the Iran Pak¬ 
istan pip dine proj ect would 
risk triggering sanctions 
aimed at Iran 

Pakistani p etroleum min¬ 
ister Shahid Khaq an Abb a si 
told AFP on Tuesday that

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Possible Pinochet-era human 
remains found in Chile 


SANTIAGO (AFP) - Chilean 
police have discovered human 
remains near a restaurant 
linked to a German enclave 
where opposition figures were 
tortured and killed during the 
dictatorship of Au gusto 
Pinochet. 

The remains were uncov¬ 
ered by a company digging for 
building materials, an official 
from tire prosecutor's office in 
the Biobio region told AFP on 
Tuesday. 

The civil police found 
"human bones, long bones and 
a piece of the skull," Bulnes 
police chief Claudio Ramos 
told a local radio, adding that 
more bone fragments could be 
seen embedded m the dirt. 


He said lie could not specify 
whether the bones came from 
one or more individuals, nor 
did he specify cause of death, 
though he noted the skull ap¬ 
peared to have a hole in it. 

An investigation is under¬ 
way. 

The remains were found 
some 90 kilometers (55 miles) 
north of the former Coloma 
Drgmdad, which was later re¬ 
named “Villa Baviera" --also 
the name Df' the restaurant 
where these remains were 
found 

The Coloma Digmdad was a 
13,000 hectare commune 
founded in southern Chile in 
1961 by farmer Nasi Paul 
Schaefer. 


The site was used by the 
Pinochet dictatorship to torture 
and disappear political prison¬ 
ers. 

An eaiiier investigation also 
found the commune mistreated 
the German workers who lived 
there and sexually abused mi¬ 
nors. 

Schaefer died m j ad in 2 010 
at age S3 while serving a 20- 
year sentence for murder, sex¬ 
ual abuse of minors and 
torture 

Under Pinochet's rule be¬ 
tween 1973 and 1990, some 
33,000 people were tortured 
and more than 3,000 killed and 
disappeared Most of their re¬ 
mains have never been found 
nor identified. 


Catholic group says reformed after 
abuse scandals 



ROME (AFP) - The Legionar¬ 
ies of Christ, a Catholic move¬ 
ment whose founder was a 
sexual predator, on Tuesday 
said they had managed to 
change with Vatican support, 
but one abuse victim told AFP 
the group was an “unre¬ 
form able sect". 

“The Legionaries have rec¬ 
oil ciled with themselves," Ital¬ 
ian cardinal Velasio de Paolis, 
who was appointed by the Vat¬ 
ican to lead the troubled move¬ 
ment in 2010, said at mass 
following weeks of meetings 
near Rome. 

“They have looked inside 
themselves with a purified vi¬ 
sion and examined the situa¬ 
tion to expunge the potential 
traces of pollution left by their 
founder on their identity and 
their laws, 11 he said 

The congregation was cre¬ 
ated m 1941 by Mamal Ma- 
nel, who sexually abused 
seminarians and fathered at 
least three children despite his 
vow of chastity. 

Maciel died at the age ofSS 


in 2QOS m Mexico 

The congregation last year 
said it had found a total of nine 
of its priests guilty of sexual 
abuse of minors including Ma¬ 
ciel. 

When the Legionaries 
began their "general chapter* 
last month, some farmer mem¬ 
bers had called for the congre¬ 
gation to be disbanded and 
accused senior members of 
having covered far Maciel's 
crimes. 

The powerful group was 
praised by late pape John Paul 
II because it brought numer¬ 
ous new vacations to the 


prlesthood and the Vatican was 
criti cised for failing to heed the 
warnings from abuse victims. 

The Legi on an es have 
adopted new statues following 
"a long conscience exam" and 
these have now been submitted 
to Pope Francis for final ap¬ 
proval. 

But one victim. Frenchman 
Xavier Leger, said the an¬ 
nouncements were a “white¬ 
wash". 

“They re-did the facade. 
This chapter is the ratification 
of a process that has already 
been orchestrated* by the Vat¬ 
ican, he said. 


Syrians nearly largest refugee 
population in world: UN 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Syrians fleeing the civil warm 
their homeland are about to 
displace Afghans as the 
world's largest refugee popula¬ 
tion, the United Nations said 
Tuesday. 

Briefing die General Assem¬ 
bly by video link, UN High 
Commissioner far Refugees 
Antonia Guterres painted a 
devastating picture of the hu¬ 
manitarian crisis as a result of 
the three-year conflict.

Syrians have now registered as 
refugees with UNHCR in 
neighboring countries m the 
Middle East 

Guterres demanded "robust 
mt ern ati on al sup p o rt" for 
Syria's neighbors to offset the 
"enormous cost" that comes 
with welcoming hundreds, if 
not thousands, of Syrians 
every day. 

The burden on the tmy pop¬ 
ulation of Lebanon, for exam¬ 
ple, was the equivalent of 
France being inundated by 


nearly 15 million refugees, 
Russia by 32 million and the 
United States by 71 million, he 
said. 

He said the World Bank es¬ 
timates that unemployment m 
Lebanon may double by the 
end of the year and that the 
Syri an cn si s coul d co st it $ 7.5 
billion. 

Guterres linked the conflict 
to a surge of fighting in Iraq's 
western Anbar province and an 
increase of violence in 
Lebanon 
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'Die Hard' director released from jail

Doctor gets 10 years for sexually assaulting 


patients 



OTTAWA4 (AFP) - A Canadian anesthesiologist was sen¬ 
tenced to 10 years rn prison Tuesday for sexually as¬ 
saulting 21 women while they were sedated but still 
aware of their surroundings. George Doodnaught was 
convicted in November of kissing, fondling and forcing 
oral sex on the patients at North York General Hospital 
in Toronto during a four-year period that ended in 2010. 
The victims were aware of what was happening but 
could not move, the court heard. In delivering the sen¬ 
tence, Ontario Superior Court Judge David McCombs 
called the crimes "shocking and abhorrent," according 
to public broadcaster CBC. During thetiial, the defense 
had argued that the victims actually had vivid sexual 
dreams caused by sedatives known to play tricks with 
memory, and that Doodnaught could not have assaulted 
them undetected by others separated only by a surgical 
screen in the operating room. A researcher confirmed in 
court that the drugs can cause hallucinations. But he 
added it was unlikely that all of the women, who did not 
know each other, would come forward separately with 
similar accusations against the same doctor.

Million babies a year die within 24 hours: report

LONDON (AFP) - A million 
newborn babies a year die 
within 24 hours, chanty Save 
the Children said in a report 
out Tuesday which urged gov¬ 
ernments to tackle preventable 
deaths 

The report by the British- 
based organisation said fj.d 
million children around the 
world died in 2012 before then 
fifth birthday, mostly from pre¬ 
ventable causes 

The number has almost 
halved from the 12.(5 million in 
1990, but there remains a "de¬ 
plorable problem o flack o f at¬ 
tention to babres rn their first 
days of life", the aid organisa¬ 
tion said. 

In its report, entitled "End¬ 
ing Newborn Deaths", it sard 
one million babies did not sur¬ 
vive their first 24 hours of life 
m 2012 

It said two million babies 
could be saved each year if 
preventable newborn mortality 
was ended 

"Child mortality remains 
one of the great shames of our 
modem world Every day, 
12,0 D0 children under five dre, 
and most from preventable 
causes," the report said. 

"Unless we urgently stall to 
tackle deaths among newborn 
babies, there is a real danger 
tliat progress in reducing child 
deaths could stall and we will 


fail m our ambition to be die 
generation that can end all pre¬ 
ventable child deaths" 

It said the reduction since 
1990 had been achieved 
through immunisation, family 
planning, better nutrition and 
treatment of childhood ill¬ 
nesses, as well as improving 
economies 

Pakistan had the highest rate 
of first day deaths and still¬ 
births at 40.7 per 1,000 births, 
followed fay Nigeria (32 7), 
Sierra Leone (30 3), Somalia 
(29.7), Guinea-Bissau (29 4) 
and Afghanistan (29 0) 

In Pakistan, fewer than half 
of women had a skilled health 
worker present at birth. 

Attempts to improve tbs 
have been dogged by "delays 
in the salary disbursements, 
'stock-outs' of medicines, un¬ 
available and dysfunctional 


equipment, and an unhelpful 
referral system", the report 
said 

India had the highest num¬ 
ber of first day deaths and still¬ 
births at 593,033 per year -- a 
quarter of the 2.2 million lives 
lost. 


The under-five mortality 
rate in India has been more 
than halved since 1990, from 
126 per 1,000 live births to 
5 6 1 

"(Indian) states with strong 
heal tli systems and implemen¬ 
tation mechanisms have done 
exceedingly well compared 
with a filers,' 1 the report said. 

Save the Children, which 
operates in more than 120 
countries, called on world 
leaders, philanthropists and the 
private sector to commit to 
ending preventable newborn 
deaths 

They said they would pres¬ 
ent their action plan to govern¬ 
ment ministers. 

They want governments to 
issue declarations on ending 
preventable newborn mortality 


Save the Children wants 
them to ensure tli at by 2025, 
every birth is attended by 
trained and equipped health 
workers, and user fees for ma¬ 
ternal and newborn health 
services are removed. 

They demanded a commit¬ 
ment to spending at least $dQ 
per capita oil training mater¬ 
nity workers. 

The also urged pharmaceu¬ 
tical companies to increase the 
av ail ab ility o f pro du cts for the 
poorest new mothers 
“in many cases, small but 
crucial interventions can save 
lives in danger Skilled care 
dunng lab our could reduce the 
number of stillbirths during 
labour by 45 percent and pre¬ 
vent 43 percent of newborn 
deaths," the report said.

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Dutch scientists flap to the 
future with 'insect” drone 



DELFT (AFP) - Dutch scien¬ 
tists have developed the 
warld s smallest autonomous 
flapping drone, a dragonfly- 
hke beast with 3-D vision that 
could, revolutionise our exp en- 
ence of everything from pop 
conceits to farming. 

Tins is the DelFly Explorer, 
the world's smallest drone with 
flapping wings, that's able to 
fly around by itself and avoid 
obstacles," its proud developer 
Guido de Croon of the Delft 
Teeimieal University told AFP 
Weighing just 30 grammes 
(less than an ounce), around 
the same as four sheets of 
printer paper, the robot dragon¬ 
fly could be used in situations 
where much heavier quad- 
copters with spinning blades 
would be hazardous, such as 
flying over the audience to 
film a concert or sport event 
The Explorer looks ltke a 
large dragonfly or grasshopper 
as it flitters about the room, 
using two tiny low-resolution 
video cameras — reproducing 
the 3-D vision of human eyes 
- and an on-board computer to 
take in. its surroundings and 
avoid crashing into things. 

And like an insect, the drone 
which has a wingspan of 33 
centimetres (11 inches), would 


feel at home flying around 
plants 

“It can for instance also be 
used to fly around and detect 
ripe fruit in greenhouses," De 
Croon said, with an eye on die 
Netherlands' vast indoor fruit¬ 
growing business 

“Or imagine, for the first 
time tliere could be an au¬ 
tonomous flying fairy in a 
theme park," he said. 

Unlike other drones that use 
rotor blades and can weigh 
hundreds of times as much, 
the Explorer has two wings on 
each side that flap rapidly to 
create lift. 

“We got. our inspiration 
from real small insects," De 
Croon said 

While smaller "flapping" 
drones exist such as the 
RoboBee developed by stu¬ 
dents at Harvard University in 
the United States, they are 
tethered for power, control and 
processing, and thus far from 
autonomous. 

The Explorer has its own 
small lithium polymer batteiy 
that allows it to fly for around 
nine minutes, while it "sees" 
with its onboard processor and 
a specially-developed algo¬ 
rithm tD make instant, deci¬ 
sions. 


It has wire! es s anal o g vi d ea, 
gyroscopes and a barometer to 
calculate its height. 

Different algorithms would 
allow it to perform different 
tasks, and because it is au¬ 
tonomous it could be sent into 
enclosed spaces such as con¬ 
crete buildings or mine shafts, 
where radio control would be 
impossible, to search for casu¬ 
alties Dr hazards. 

"The DelFly knows pre¬ 
cisely where obstacles are lo¬ 
cated," said De Croon as the 
aircraft, built from composite 
in at en al s inclu din g c arb on 
fibre, fluttered towards a wall 
during a demonstration flight 
before veering elegantly away 
in search o f another route 

The idea of building a flap¬ 
ping-winged drone began 
around ntne years ago w r hen a 
group of students at Delft 
Technical University's presti¬ 
gious aerospace faculty first 
designed the DelFly I 

Over the next few years, re¬ 
search continued and the ma¬ 
chine became smaller and 
smaller, said SjDerd Tijmons, 
2S, who helped write tire algo¬ 
rithm far the latest DelFly Ex¬ 
plorer's "brain". 

An earlier incarnation, die 
DelFly Micro with a wing span 
o f 10 centimetres, was in 20 03 
declared die "smallest camera 
e quip p ed ancraft in the worl d“ 
by the Guinness Book of 
P^ecords. 

But De Croon admits that 
humans are not quite able to 
produce swarms of au¬ 
to noma us robotic insects the 
size of bees or files, mainly be¬ 
cause of restrictions on batteiy 
life. 

"Still there are some major 
challenges.. and if I have to 
put a number on it, 1 think we 
are still a few decades away," 
he laughed. 



-Two massive solar flares have been recorded by NASA 
over the past two months, and we get to see images of 
them. NASA's Interface Region Imaging Spectograph 
(IRIS) has been monitoring the sun for activity since the 
summer, focusing on the chromosphere - a layer of the 
sun's atmosphere that regulates the flow of energy and 
material from the solar surface into space. When energy 
passes through the chromosphere it warms the 
chrorrosphere, the upper atmospheric layer, and can 
cause solar flare-ups like the one below. The specto¬ 
graph separates light Into different wavelengths which 
correspond to materials at different density, tempera¬ 
tures, and velocities. By examining the footage, scien¬ 
tists can learn more about how materials flow at different 
temperatures and how flares work more generally. NASA 
reports that researchers had to be strategic in directing 
IRIS to focus on the right portion of the solar surfac ©.Ac¬ 
cording to the Science Recorder, scientists know that 
solar flares are made up of electrons, ions, protons and 
other high-energy particles, but not much else: That flare 
was witnessed on January 28, but another x-class solar 
hare went off yesterday. Spaceweather.com reports that 
"this is the most intense flare of 2014 so far, and one of 
the most intense of the current solar cycle. 1 ' As refer¬ 
enced earlier, the solar flare released this morning does 
not pose a threat to E arth. 

Radioactive ocean water from 
Fukushima reaches Vancouver area 



A NOVA SCOTIA research scientist has told a scientific 
conference that isotopes for cesium-134 and cesium-137 
have been identified west of Vancouver. John Smith, who 
is with the Canadian government's Bedford Institute of 
Oceanography, told the American Geophysical Union 
meeting in Honolulu that levels are far lower than the 
Canadian limit for drinking water, according to a story 
on LiveScience.com. Smith explained that cesium-134 
has a half-life of two years, making it an "unequivocal" 
indication of ocean contamination from the Fukushima 
nuclear disaster, which occurred after an earthquake on 
March 11, 2011 in northeastern Japan.

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US fines Asiana 
$500,000 over 
San Francisco 
crash 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - US 
aviation authorities have fined 
South Korea's Asiana Airlines 
$500,000 over last year's 
deadly San Francisco air crash 
for failing to properly help 
families of victims, officials 
said Tuesday. 

Three passengers died when 
Asiana Airlines Flight 214 
clipped a seawall with its 
landing gear, skidded off the 
runway and burst into flames 
at the end of an otherwise rou¬ 
tine flight from Seoul to San 
Francisco on July 6. 

Asiana “violated federal law 
last July by failing to adhere to 
the assurances in its family-as¬ 
sistance plan following the 
crash," the US Department of 
Transportation said 

The fine is die first imposed 
by the DoT under a 1997 law 
which requires foreign airlines 
to keep to a "family-as si stance 
plan' in the event of aircraft 
accidents resulting m a major 
loss of life, it sard. 

The DaT said Asiana took 
two days to send enough 
trained staff and failed to 
widely publicize a helpline 


telephone number for families, 
some of whom were not con¬ 
tacted for up to five days after 
the crash. 

One of the three victims had 
been pulled alive from the 
plane and placed near one 
wing. But the Chinese 
teenager was later run over 
and killed by a fire truck 
which did not spot her Eying 
under a layer of fire retardant 
foam 

US prosecutors decided in 
October not to bring charges 
against the firefighter driving 
the truck 

Another 132 passengers and 
crew aboard the Boeing 777 
were injured, in the first fatal 
commercial airline crash in 
the United States since 2009 

The DoT said that Asiana 
initially lacked adequate staff 
to communicate in the lan¬ 
guages spoken by the flight's 
passengers

US top court broaches 
subprime crises in 
property vaiue case 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Supreme Court Tuesday 
heard arguments born out of 
tiie subprime mortgage crisis 
concerning how to estimate a 
property's value when its 
worth has plunged 

Benjamin Rabers borrowed 
a total of $451,000 he never in¬ 
tended to pay back m a mort¬ 
gage fraud scam in the 
mid we stern state of Wisconsin 
just before the housing market 
collapsed 

Robers -- who now must 
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pay the difference between the 
mortgage price and vaiue of 
tiie properties, which were 
eventually taken hack by the 
bank -- argues the properties 
should be valued at their fore¬ 
closure price in 200(5. 

The properties were fore¬ 
closed at a value of $330,0DO 
when they were taken over by 
the bank, but two years later 
during the heart of the finan¬ 
cial crisis sold for only 
$232,000. 

A brief filed before the hear¬ 
ing by the United States De¬ 
partment of Justice argued that 
the amount of restitution due 
to the lender should be offset 
by “the amount of money the 
lender ultimately obtains by 
reselling the house." 

Justice Samuel All to com¬ 
pared die situation to a truck 
full of tomatoes that are sold 
once they have gone bad and 
lost most of their value. 

The case could open the 
door to other suits linked to the 
sub prime mortgage crisis, in 
winch millions of small in¬ 
vestors faced ruin. Hie deci¬ 
sion is expected before June. 


Morgan Stanley set to pay 
$275 mn to settle SEC probe 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
banking giant Morgan Stanley 
on Tuesday said it would pay 
$275 million to settle a Secu¬ 
rities and Exchange Commis¬ 
sion probe of 

m ortg a g e -b acke d s e cun h es 
deals 

In a filing, Morgan Stanley 
noted tli at it had reached a pre¬ 
liminary agreement with the 
SEC ml ate January to resolve 
the investigation into the 
bank's sub prune mortgage- 
backed securities transactions 
iii 2007 


Under the terms of the 
agreement, Morgan Stanley 
would he charged with viola¬ 
tions of the Securities Act. 

"Hie Company would pay 
disgorgement, and penalties m 
an amount of $275 million and 
would neither admit nor deny 
the SEC's findings," the bank 
said 

"The SEC has not yet pre¬ 
sented die proposed settlement 
to the Commission and no as¬ 
surance can be given that it. 
mil be accepted. 1 ' 

Earlier in the month Mor¬ 


gan Stanley reported it would 
pay $1.25 billion to the US 
Federal Housing Finance 
Agency to settle charges that it 
misled investors on the sale of 
mortgage-backed securities 
ahead of the: housing bust. 

The settlement would re¬ 
solve a S eptember 2011 suit in 
which the EH FA, the conser¬ 
vator of Freddie Mac and Fan¬ 
nie Mae, alleged that Morgan 
Stanley made "untrue state¬ 
ments and material omissions" 
in the sale of about $ 11 billion 
in worth of mortgage-backed 
securities. 


Bitcoin world in turmoil after 
exchange goes dark 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Hie 
Bite o m community was 
tin own into turmoil Tuesday 
after the disappearance of 
what had been its biggest ex¬ 
change, shaking confidence in 
the fast-growing virtual cur¬ 
rency. 

Critics said the failure of the 
Tokyo-based MtGox ex¬ 
change and the apparent loss 
of some $300 million in Bit- 
coins highlighted Haws m die 
crypto currency, while odiers 
said it was merely a bump in 
the road. 

Hie value of a Bitcoin tum¬ 
bled more than $100 m early 
trades but then recovered to 
fetch $517 at 2200 GMT, ac¬ 
cording to the Winkdex Bit- 
coin index. The moves 
highlighted the extreme 
volatility of tiie currency, 
which surged over $ 1,100 last 
year and then fell sharply 

Hie dosing of MtGox "is a 
significant setback for the Bit- 
coin community," said Mark 


Williams, a Boston University 
expert on risk management 
and financial markets who has 
long warned ah out the dangers 
of Bite Din 

"Hus exposes its structural 
flaws," Williams told AFP "It 
shows self-regulation doesn't 
work When there is big 
money on the table, there is an 
incentive to cheat and con¬ 
sumers are 100 percent ex¬ 
posed " 

Henry Farrell, a George 
Washington University' politi¬ 
cal economist, said that, as 
with other currencies, Bitcoin 
needs to establish confidence. 

"If people start to panic and 
think this is a sign of general 
problems in the Bitcoin econ¬ 
omy, it becomes a bit like die 
2009 financial crisis," he said 

Farrell said Bitcoin is now 
in a "fragile situation" and 
needs to get through die cur¬ 
rent crisis to survive. But he 
does not see Bite Dm expand¬ 


ing beyond being a "hobby 
currency" 

Peter Leeds, pubh slier o f an 
investment newsletter, said die 
MtGox collapse is likely to 
discourage investments and 
prompt mure efforts to regu¬ 
late Bitcoin 

US Senator Turn Carper, 
who heads a homeland secu¬ 
rity p anel, s ai d die MtGox c ol - 
lap se underscores the need for 
regulation 

But defenders of Bitcoin ex¬ 
pressed confidence in the vir¬ 
tual currency, which is based 
on a computer algorithm de¬ 
signed by one or more anony¬ 
mous people in 3009 
Hie heads of the major oper¬ 
ating Bit com exchanges is¬ 
sued a joint statement saying 
the collapse of MtGox was a 
" tragi c vi olati on of th e trus t o f 
users" that “does not reflect 
the resilience or value of Bit- 
cam and the digital currency 
industry." 


Improved growth forecast boosts 
euro vs dollar 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Hie 
euro edged higher against die 
dollar Tuesday helped by up¬ 
ward revisions to growth fore¬ 
casts for the European Union 

But caution prevailed in the 
foreign exchange markets, 
with the main currencies re¬ 
maining within recent trading 
bands. 

At 22QQ GMT tiie euro was 
at $1.3744, up from $1.3735 
late Monday 

The yen picked up ground 
against them both the dollar 
slipped to 1 02.22 yen from 
102 50 yen, while tiie euro 
dropped to 140 49 yen from 
14D.7S. 

Hie European Commission 
said Tuesday that the 13-nation 


eurozone was expected to 
grow 12 percent dns year and 
1.3 percent m 3015, up from 
November's estimates for 1.1 
percent and 1 7 percent. 

Similarly, die full 23 -mem¬ 
ber EU's economy will expand 
1.5 percent this year and 2.0 
percent in 2015, also both re¬ 
vised up by 0.1 percentage 
point. 

That gave die euro a small 
spurt, and helped push US dol¬ 
lar bond yields down after they 
traded higher for die past 
week 

Markets remain cautious as 
they await more information 
on the pace of the US and 
Japanese economies. 

On Thursday Federal Re¬ 


serve Chair Janet Yellen will 
testify to the Senate Banking 
Committee on the economy 
and Fed policy. 

Yellen's testimony to the 
House of Representatives 
counterpart two weeks ago 
was hardly revealing, except to 
show diat the Fed remains 
fairly confident in its forecasts 
for growth tins year despite die 
possibly weather-related slug¬ 
gish activity of December and 
J anuary. 

Hie British pound pushed 
higher, to Sl.fidSO from 
$l.fi(55fi, while the dollar 
slipped against the Swiss 
franc, to 0 3Sd6 franc from

FBI suspected iconic 1964

Fifty years ago today, Muhammad Ah "shocked the 
world” and beat one of the most fearsome fighters ever 
to put on a pair of boxing gloves, heavyweight champion 
Sonny Liston. Maybe it wasn’t such a shock, as 4- 
decade-old documents released to The Washington 
Times under the Freedom of Information Act show the 
FBI suspected the fight may have been fixed by a Las 
Vegas figure tied to organized crime and to Liston. The 
documents show no evidence that Ali was in on the 
scheme or even knew about if. And nothing suggests 
the bureau ever fully corroborated the suspicions it in¬ 
vestigated. The FBI documents released to The Times 
are the most detailed information to date about suspi¬ 
cions of a fix in the first Clay-Liston fight, though they 
are likely to only continue the debate and not resolve it. 
Ali did not respond to repeated requests for comment 
from The Times.
